This immense 
column of water is- forced considerably 
higher" than the Montauk block (ten 
stories), and has its head enveloped m 
clouds of steam that broaden to an ex- 
panse equal to the' front of that pre- 
tentious structure. His grand acjua- 
aerial display lasts from five to tea min- 
utes.

After supper, amid the congenial 


shades of nightfall, several of tho party 
who 'had': suspiciously light baggage 
crept up to the crater of "Old Faithful' 
and threw in their underclothes to bo 
washed, as it had been said that articles 
thrown into the geyser a short time 
prior to eruption would be eventually 
restored to the owner beautifully lauri- 
dded. 
It seems that upon this occa- 


sion, as in trout fishing, the individuals 
made ill-timed throws, for, after linger- 
ing about,: waiting in. the scalding 
steam of several eruptions for tlie re- 
turn of their property, they retired to 
•\ cold and cheerless couch. 
In tho 


morning "Old Faithfnl" clinched the 
joke upon them by ' throwing up the 
tattered remnants of unmentionables 
that, in ribboned whitu purity, might 
serve for bandages or carpet rags.

Such a watch of course, 
is not to be 'sneezed at;,' but its running 
cannot be called 'fine/ hence it is irregu- 
lar.
